ACY-EN-MULTIEN, Department of the
Olse, Franca, Aug, B—8ince July 14, In
many of the smiling felds of the “Isle of
France,” fresh, tri-colored flags have
thrust their standards proudly above the
browning stalks of ripe wheat., On al-
most every sunny hillsids, In almost every
valley between the Marne and the Alsne,

All Graves Marked,

Not tha French gmves alons are
marked. The burial place of every Ger-
man fallen In battle has its own fence

| about it, is kept free of concealing verdure

and is marked with its croas. The only
distinction is In the color of tha crosses
The French are white, and the Germans
are black. And on each ls printsd a
number, the number of the regiment to
which the dead belonged. There ls wel-
dom anything else. Now and agaln,
where ths name of the man was known, '
where his being an officer perved (o
identify his body, the name i on the
cross, and a wreath from his comrades
or his family who hawve made a pillgrimage
to the spot where he liea. Otherwise, he
ia only a soldler of France, and all sol-:
dlars of France are oqual in life as in
death,

On July 14 the countryside of this part
of the republle, which since the days of
the Capets has been known as the “lsle
of France,” was scattared with lving
people, soldlers on leave from the front,
young widows In heavy hlack leading lt-
tle children, older people bowed with age
and sorrow, come A long way, stumbling
along the sunny roads, peering Into the
flelds, all searching for thelr own.
